Dye Price Action 
Wins Wider Support 


The action of piece dyers in 
the Metropolitan New York 
urea in raising their charges for 
dyeing sweater-strips of Orlon. 
Ban-Lon and other fibers and 
yarns is now unanimous. The 
large dyer who it was indicated 
in last week’s issue was not a 
party to the trade-wide price 
jump disclosed that his prices 
are being increased in line with 


the price adjustments previously 
announced. 

The new price list of this and 
other piece dyers sets 30¢ a 
pound as the basic minimum for 
dyeing sweater-strips of Orlon 
and 36¢ a pound for dyeing 
sweater-strips of Ban-Lon and 
other textured nylon yarns. 

Prices were also established 
in the new lists for dyeing Orlon 
Sayelle and Acrilan and Acri- 
lan 16 knits. 

In announcing the higher dye- 
ing charges, the piece dyers had 
said that the prices previously in 
effect did not assure profitable 
operation and failed to reflect a 
50 percent increase in labor ame 
in the past five years and steé 
prices for dyestuffs and other 
chemicals.

Some Technical Features Of Stoll UFD 


By J. B. LANCASHIRE 
Chartered Textile Technologist 


THIS latest machine to be put on the market by H. Stoll and 


Co. of Reutlinger, Germany, 


is a fully automatic non-jacquard 


model equipped with mechanism for transferring needle loops from 
one bed to the other. The many different purposes to which it can 
be economically applied include that of making rib trims for 


fully-fashioned knitwear, any 
necessary doubling up being 
done automatically during the 
process of knitting. 

The needlebeds are made of 
special grade steel and tricks are 
cut in them to a width of 160 
centimeters. Each trick contains 
a latch needle with a_ loop- 
expanding clip and a single- 
butted clavette, as shown in 
Fig. 1. Altogether there is a 
total of five elements, viz: (a) 
high butt needle A, (b) low butt 
needle B, (c) high butt clavette 
C, (d) clavette D with butt of 
medium height, and (e) clavette 
E with low butt. 

Means are available for rack- 
ing the back needlebed over one, 
two or three needle spaces 
whenever the cam _ carriage 
reaches the end of its stroke, 
and the loop transferring actions 
are facilitated by moving the 
front needlebed over half a 
needle space. The back needle- 
bed has a total possible displace- 
ment of six needle spaces. The 
machine is offered in gauges of 
5, 6, 7, 8, 10, 12 and 14 
needles per inch. 

Lightness is imparted to the 
carriage by using aluminium in 
the construction of the bows and 
crosspiece (Fig. 2) and _ this 
factor combined with the pre- 
cision grinding of all contact 
surfaces, ensures a smooth and 
easy movement across the 
needlebeds. The drive to the 
carriage is transmitted from a 
two-speed electric motor by 
means of a fully supported 
chain. 

The carriage has detachable 
cam plates. The front plate is 
shown separated from the car- 
riage in Fig. 3 and essential 
technical details of the camming 
are given in Fig. 4. Stitch cams 
I can be preset in four different 
positions and these positions 
may be used as desired during 
knitting by moving a controlling 
slide. One of these slides can be 
seen in Fig. 5 which also por- 
trays extra large graduated 


scales by means of which very 
accurate stitch length adjust- 
ments can be made. In order to 
eliminate unnecessary strain on 
loops while they are held by the 
needles the leading stitch cams 
in both directions of movement 
of the carriage are automatic- 
ally lifted to a relatively high 
position. 

Cam 2 acts on needle butts 
to lift needles to tuck-on-the- 
hook position at which height 
they will receive yarn without 
clearing their old loops from the 
latches; and cam 3 acts on 
needle butts to raise the needles 
to clearing height. Both cams 
2 and 3, and the corresponding 
cams 4 and 5 which acts on 
clavette butts, have three posi- 
tions; by displacement towards 
and away from the top surfaces 
of the needlebeds they can be 
made to miss butts altogether, 
to act on high butts only, and 
to act on both high and low 
butts. 

By arrangement of high butt 
needles and low butt needles in 
conjunction with the different 
clavettes a large variety of de- 
signs in stitch and color can be 
produced. It is possible in each 
system independently to combine 


knitting with tucking, knitting 
with missing, and tucking with 
missing. Also, if and when de- 
sired, knitting, tucking and miss- 
ing can be made to take place 
together in any one course. 
Loop transferring can take 
place from front bed to back 
bed when the cam carriage is 
travelling in the direction from 
left to right and the action is 
initiated by the introduction of 
cams 6 and 7 or 6 and 8. Cam 
7 acts on the butts of front bed 
needles and can be lowered to 
engage both high and low butts 
so that all loops are transferred 
to the back bed. It can also be 
placed in a half-position to act 
on high butts only. Cam 8 initi- 
ates the transference of loops 
from front to back by acting on 
the butts of the clavettes. The 
action of cam 7 or 8, as the case 
may be, is to guide certain 
needle butts on to cam 9, thus 
causing needles to be raised to 
an extra high clearing position 
where the loop supporting 
ledges come into use. At the 
same time cam 6 lifts all the 
needles in the back bed to loop- 
receiving height. The camming 
actions are preceded by racking 
movements of both needlebeds, 
the front bed being moved over 
half a needle space to the left 
and the back needlebed over a 
complete needle space to the 
right. The head of a needle in 
the back bed passes between the 
stem and clip of each lifted 
(Continued on Page 5) 
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needle in the front bed and thus 
enters a front bed loop, this loop 
being subsequently cast off its 
front bed needle when the latter 
is lowered by cam 10. On com- 
pletion of the traverse movement 
of the carriage both beds are 
racked back to their original 
positions. 
Loop Transfer 

Similarly, loop transferring 
can take place from back bed to 
front bed when the carriage is 
travelling in the direction from 
right to left. In this connection 
cams 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 
fulfill the same purposes as 
cams 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 respec- 
tively. No knitting takes place 
during any traverse movement 
of the carriage at which loops 
are transferred. 

The UFD machine has four 
double-sided guide bars accom- 


modating eight yarn carriers, 
this providing a separate slide 
for each guide; and it is 
equipped with as many as 18 
tensioning brackets. The carriers 
can be reselected at either end 
of the machine. Yarn breakage, 
loose ends offwinding from 
cones, and yarn faults such as 
large knots and slubs are de- 
tected by an electric stop mo- 
tion. Stop motions are also fitted 
to act when needle butts or cla- 
vette butts are broken, whenever 
the free movement of the cam 
carriage is impeded, and when 
press-offs occur. A load-up de- 
tector disconnects the drive 
whenever there is an excessive 
accumulation of thread on the 
needles. 

Divided take down rollers 
working in conjunction with in- 
dividually adjustable spring- 


loaded rollers ensure 


pressure 


the maintenance of uniform ten- 
sion on the fabric during knit- 


ting. 


To the extent of 70 per cent 
of its construction the general 
design of the machine consists 
of standard parts and, as each of

the main parts is a separate unit, 
the operation of dismantling 
and reassembly can_ per- 
formed easily and quickly. To 
minimize the necessity for clean- 
ing, moving parts are totally 
enclosed as far as possible, some 
of the driving mechanism being 
contained in the right leg. 
Control Apparatus 
The automatic movements are 
timed and controlled by paste- 
board card apparatus and a 
counting disc situated at the 
right end of the machine. Each 
pasteboard card provides 85 po- 
sitions in which holes can be 
punched and these positions are 
subdiVided into movement con- 
trolling groups as follows:

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Circular Links Machine Converted For '/2-Gauge Knitting 


IN LINE with the continued popularity of bulky rib knit sweaters, 
Wildt-Mellor Bromley, of Leicester, England, a member of the 
Bentley Group, is offering its double cylinder revolving cambox 
links machine, Model SPJ, with facilities for half-gauge knitting 
on those machines normally cut with either 5 or 61 tricks per inch. 


Che capacity for knitting fab- 
ric in either 2% or 3% gauge 
in a wide range of stitch and 
color effects follows closely upon 
the previous developments of the 
SPJ unit whereby it is now built 
as a six-feed, 22-inch diameter 
machine. Prior to this the di- 
ameters offered were confined to 
16 and 18 inches. 

For half-gauge knitting, the 
double headed needles with 
which the machines are equipped 
have hooks that are large and 
strong enough for the purpose. 
The only camming change that 
has to be made is the substitu- 
tion of cams of modified shape 
for the standard stitch cams in 
the bottom cylinder. The 5- and 
62-gauge machines which are 
available for conversion to half- 
gauge knitting are also provided 
with verges which are deeper 
than normal to allow for the 
drawing of extra long loops. 

Some suggestions have been 
put forward as regards garment 
sizes which may be knitted in 
the two gauges and utilizing the 
various diameters. It is esti- 
mated, for instance, that the 18- 
inch diameter, 6'2-gauge ma- 
chine will be popular for the 
average garment sizes, 16-inch 
for the smaller sizes and 22-inch 
for the very large sizes. 

In regard to the 5-gauge range, 
it is considered that greater im- 
portance will be attached to the 
availability of the 22-inch diam- 
eter machine having six feeds. 
This range generally now offers 
considerable scope for textural 
variation and in addition to pro- 
ducing half-gauge ultra-bulky 
knits, can also make garments 
on less than the full complement 
of needles if required. 

Che new 22-inch diameter has 
the advantage of approximately 
50 percent increase in output, 
gauge for gauge, and since there 
are pattern drum and four-finger 
Striping units at each of the six 
feeds, it also offers even wider 
sc pe than the five-feed machines 
foy horizontal striping and figure 
de igning in stitch and color. 
linear knitting speed of the 


22-inch machine is said to be 
the same as that of the smaller 
models and is claimed not to be 
affected either by half-gauge 
knitting of the use of six feeds 

For half-gauge knitting, every 
other needle is removed, Sliders 
and jacks are then re-arranged 
so that the butt set-outs corre- 
spond to those of a full-gauge 
machine. This provides for the 
making of welts, | x | or 2 x 2 
rib borders, without pattern se- 
lection. So far as top and bottom 
sliders and cylinder jacks are in- 
volved, the changed set-outs 
mean the replacement of one in 
every four around the machine 
in each case. 

Removal of sliders and jacks 
from the tricks from which nee- 
dles are taken is stated to be 
neither necessary nor desirable 
since their retention in the ma- 
chine serves to prevent damage 
to what would other wise be- 
come empty tricks. The type of 
fabric it is desired to make is 
the factor upon which the need 
or otherwise to interfere with an 
existing set-out will depend. In 
many instances the orthodox V 


and parallel formations can sat- 
isfy requirements. 

All SPJ fabrics which can be 
knitted in full gauge can also be 
produced in half-gauge. These 
include links and links effects, 
imitation cable designs, combi- 
nations of tucked and cleared 
loops, i.e. plain and purl, and 
Fair Isle patterns. The six feeds 
of the 22-inch model consider- 
ably facilitate the development 
of Fair Isle patterns having face 
stitches of three different colors 
in the same row. 

The tuck stitch is specially 
useful for developing bulky-knit 
structures in half-gauge. Tuck- 
ing can be carried out selectively 
in the hooks of needles when 
they are in the bottom cylinder 
and collectively on the latches 
when they are in the top cylin- 
der. In addition to being able to 
make half-cardigan fabric on a 
| x | rib basis, with extra long 
tuck loops, the SPJ model can 
also accumulate several tuck 
loops in the same stitches and 
thus produce fabric with an un- 
usual degree of textural softness. 

Among suitable yarns for use 
on the half-gauge machines are 
two ends of 2/12s w.c., three 
and four ends of 2/16s w.c. It 
is said to be convenient in cer- 
tain circumstances to use four 
ends of 2/16s in the rib border

and three ends of the same yarn 
in the body of the garment. Fit- 
ting of an extra large bobbin 
stand that has accommodation 
for 36 packages offers facilities 
for supplying two, three or four 
ends together at a feeder. Pig- 
tail tie-up for magazine supply 
is sometimes possible.

New Finish Applied 
To Sewing Needles 


CHICAGO, Ill. — Union 
Special Machine Company an- 
nounces the availability of sew- 
ing machine needles having a 
radically different finish that re- 
duces needle temperatures. The 
needles are called, “Lo-Temp.” 

For many years, the sewing 
industry, with certain excep- 
tions, has been confronted with 
the problem of needle heat, the 
company stated. In recent years 
this problem of needle heat has 
become acute in sewing synthe- 
tic and treated fabrics. However 
the problem has existed for 
many years in fabrics made of 
natural fibers, and tended to 
become increasingly  trouble- 
some, as machine speeds in- 
creased. The condition is fur- 
ther aggravated with synthetic 
and treated materials.

Cashmere, Fur Blends Keynoted In 
Coordinated Altmann Fall Collection 


By DORIS DIAMOND 


Extensive ranges of cashmere 
and fur blend sweaters are aug- 
mented by diverse offerings in 
lamb’s wool, as well as Shetland 
and angora, in the Bernhard 
Altmann fall collection. There is 
considerable emphasis on inter- 
coordination of sweaters with 
blouses, skirts, slacks and other 
woven components; dyed-to- 
match treatments are given am- 
ple play. Knitted costumes occur 
in lamb’s wool or merino. 

Color interest, which varies 
somewhat with cashmere or fur 
blend, generally is shared by 
various tones of green, camel, 
chamois, bronze, seal brown, 
storm blue, mauve, geranium, 
aqua and topaz. 

Sleeves favor the three-quarter 
length and sweater bodies tend 
to fall at regulation hipbone 
length. As a_ whole, styling 
in the dressmakers emphasizes 
fairly subdued effects with knit 
in detailing, pointelle patterning 
and subtle contrast touches of 
merit. 

In the cashmere range classics 
wholesale at $10.75 for the

short-sleeved slipover; $13.25, 
for the long-sleeved slipover; 
$14.25 for the long-sleeved 
cardigan; and $14.75 for a 
cardigan in extra sizes 40 to 46. 
Dressmakers start at about 
$16.25 and $18.50, the latter 
for Pointelle designs, and go up 
to $22.50. 

This range includes such 
semi-classics as button backed 
pullovers, cropped cardigans, 
saddle shoulder variations of the 
long-sleeved cardigan and slip- 
over and a two-ply boxy cardi- 
gan with rib trimming. 

Among the Pointelle designs 
are two-ply collared cardigans 
with crests at the lower left 
pocket or motifs at the upper 
left and lower right of the 
sweater. Contrasting piping car- 
ries out the color theme. On a 
somewhat boxy jacket contrast 
at neckline, hem, sleeves and 
pockets is notable. An intarsia 
patterned pullover boasts a leaf 
motif. 

Cashmere pullovers are de- 
signed as V-neck gauchos with 


tabs or three-button closure and 
unusual contrast; as rib neck 
numbers with saddle stitching; 
and with notched club collar and 
moderately long placket. Two- 
ply cardigans are of the open 
Chanel type or V-necked and 
framed in a notched collar. The 
latter mates to a sleeveless boat 
neck or a slipover with high 
sewn down turtle effect. 

Further possibilities are a 
four-button vest and cardigans 
with saddle shoulders and ribbed 
necklines; open V-neck and 
mitered tab; V-neck framed by 
flat cable decorated tab collar, 
with the novel stitch reflected on 
the placket; and with bow and 
run through effect at collar and 
placket. 

The ample fur blend array of 
75 percent lamb’s wool and 25 
percent fur fiber includes a short- 
sleeved slipover at $5.25; a 
long-sleeved slipover at $6.25; 
and a basic cardigan or collared 
long-sleeved pullover, at $7. The 
so-called neo-classics include a 
button back slipover and two- 
ply boxy jacket. 

Knit-In Designs 

Knit-in motifs are achieved on 
hand-operated machinery in sev- 
eral instances. A collared slip- 
over, for example, boasts a : a star 


design, while an open necked 
sweater has an open stitch and 
leaf motif. A low crest decorates 
a V-neck cardigan. 

Cardigans in the fur blend run 
a wide gamut from a contrast 
piped and collared V-neck num- 
ber to saddle shoulder treat- 
ments, including a fly front style. 
There are quiet details occurring, 
for example, on the collars. Also 
possibilities are cropped col- 
lared cardigans and _self-bow 
decorative effects. 

A two-ply Chanel jacket is 
trimmed with bow and braiding, 
while a weskit comes in for a 
double-breasted closing and has 
a V-neckline. Pullovers appear 
in collar and five-button placket 
arrangement with a single linear 
stripe; with collared V-necklines, 
varied perhaps by a novel collar 
stitch; and with self yoke and 
button back. 

Fine Gauge, Bulky Wool 

Classic lamb’s wool prices are 
$4.75 for a short-sleeved slip- 
over; $5.75 for the long-sleeved 
version thereof; and $6.50 for 
the cardigan. One- and two-ply 
dressmakers wholesale up to 
$10.25, while ski models and © 
other bulkies range from $17.25 
to $22.50, wholesale.

Rigid Inspection Procedures Employed At Austin Mills 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 


ALBEMARLE, N. C.—lInspection methods which have proved 
successful in the manufacture of high quality ladies’ nylon hosiery 
are utilized at Austin Knitting Mills, here, to assure quality pro- 
duction of full-fashioned sweaters of Orlon, wool and other natural 
and synthetic fibers. Each sweater coming through the plant is 


subjected to close scrutiny at 
two basic check points: 

e As the sweater-blanks in 
the grey are doffed from the 
full-fashioned machines. 

e In dyed form after finish 
pressing. 

Cardigans are given a third 
inspection at an_ intervening 
point immediately after the but- 
tons and grosgrain have been 
sewed on. 

In inspecting, the examiners 
not only closely scrutinize each 
garment for knitting and yarn 
flaws and grease and dirt spots, 
but also carefully check the di- 
mensions of each sweater to be 
sure that it meets the company’s 
standard measurements for each 
size, 

Change Courses 

Austin places great stress up- 
on strict adherence to its di- 
mensional specifications. A 
carefully worked out schedul 
of changes in courses durin; 
knitting must be observed fo 
every size from 32 to 46. These 
course changes are based on a 
chart of weights and measure- 
ments for each size in the com- 
pany’s range of garments. 

As further assurance that all 
sweaters turned out at the mill 
will meet its dimension and 
weight standards, Austin also 
puts great store in matching 
fronts and backs as well as 
sleeves so that all paired blank 
are from the same section of the 
machine. Fronts and backs ar 
knitted alternately on each ma 
chine and not on separate ma 
chines. This method guarantees 
that all paired sweater-blanks 
will have the same uniform 
stitch structure and length. 

Operate Two Plants 

Austin’s operation in this tex- 
tile city consists of two plants 
both of which are fully air-con- 
ditioned. The two mills are with- 
in a short distance from each 
other. Housed in one are all the 
basic sweater assembly opera- 
tions, including: 

e Knitting of rib trims and 


jersey sweater and sleeve blanks. 

e Topping-on of rib trims. 

e Looping and cup seaming. 

Concentrated in the second 
plant are all the final fabricating 
operations such as buttonholing, 
button sewing and pressing. The 
final rigorous garment inspec- 
tion is carried out at the second 
plant, which also has complete 
packaging and warehousing 
facilities. 

Equipment Line-Up 

[he knitting and basic gar- 
ment assembly mill is equipped 
with 1|3-section Reading body 
machines and 20-section Read- 
ing sleeve frames. Rib trims and 
collars are produced on a bat- 
tery of latest model Schaffhau- 
senV-bed latch needle machines. 
Seaming is done on Sotco and 
Hepworth single- and two- 
thread loopers and Union Spe- 
cial cup seamers. 


1. After sweaters are 


assembled, they are 


To assure smooth work flow, 
the V-bed flat machines are lo- 
cated closely adjacent to the 
full- fashioned spring needle 
frames. The topping-on stands 
are positioned directly in front 
of the two knitting areas, while 
the looping section is set up to 
the rear of the topping-on tables 
forming an inverted L-pattern 
completed by an installation of 
cup seaming machines. 


Team Work Idea 


Austin uses the team principle 
in running-on rib trims and dof- 
fing sweater-blanks at the end 
of each knitting cycle. At the 
conclusion of the knitting of a 
sweater or sleeve blank, the 
knitter patrolling each aisle is 
assisted by a topper in running- 
on the rib ends onto the needles 
of the full-fashioned machines, 
cutting the threads, doffing the 
completed sweater-blank and 
tying up the new rib end to 
the take-up strap. This team- 
work principle has succeeded in 
markedly reducing the neces- 
sary machine downtime between 
each knitting cycle.

Pairing of the doffed sweater- 
blanks is done by the knitter 
while the machines are in oper- 
ation; occasionally, he may be 
aided in his work by his topper 
helper but as a general rule the 
topper’s primary responsibili- 
ties are to provide: 

e An ample supply of filled 
topping-on bars for each body 
and sleeve machine. 

e Assist the knitter in dof- 
fing, running-on and hooking 
up between knitting cycles. 

After the body and sleeve 
blanks are paired, they are as- 
sembled into work bundles for 
processing on the Sotco and 
Hepworth loopers and the Un- 
ion Special cup seamers. The 
latter are used only for joining 
sides and seaming and closing 
sleeves. The loopers are employ- 
ed to affix the collar to the 
sweater, link the shoulder and 
join the sleeve crown to the 
body of the sweater. 

Commission Dyed 

Following basic assembly, the 
sweaters are shipped to a com- 
mission dyer in the local area 
for dyeing and other wet finish- 
ing. The goods are returned to 
Austin’s No. 2 plant for the final 
fabricating operations. Button- 
holing and button sewing are 
done on conventional sewing 
equipment. Grosgrain is sewn 
on the cardigans via the Tape- 
Master, a unit consisting of a 
two-spool tape creel resting on 
a stand, a conveyor arm for 
feeding the sweater and a sew- 
ing machine equipped with 
clamp mechanism and cutting 
knife. The mill finds this method 
of sewing faster and more eco- 
nomical than the traditional pro- 
cedures for sewing on of gros- 
grain. 

Cardigans, after button and 
grosgrain sewing, move to an 
examining table for further in- 
spection before pressing; pull- 
overs go directly to the pressing 
area after button sewing. 

Pressing is done in two ways 
—on a conventional steam buck 
or on the Paris finisher, a body- 
shaped pressing machine, As 
sweaters come off the pressing 
machines they then go into the 
examining room for the last in- 
spection,

(1) To control the backward 
and forward movements of the 
prism that carries the pasteboard 
cards. 

(Il) To actuate the counting 
disc. 

(III) To determine the rack- 
ing movements of the needle 
beds. 

(LV) To select the yarn car- 
riers for leading and _ trailing 
systems in both directions of 
knitting. 

(V) To position the needle 
and clavette raising cams, in- 
cluding the cams that must be 
brought into action for loop 
transferring. 

(VI) To effect automatic 
changes in stitch length. 

(VII) To make speed changes, 
and to stop the machine if and 
when this is necessary. 

Prism Actuates 

After one pasteboard card has 
initiated the movements that are 
to take place during any one 
stroke of the carriage, the prism 
is turned to put into actuating 
position either the next or next- 
but-one card in front of or be- 
hind it to determine the actions 
that will take place during the 
ensuing stroke. 

To initiate movements which 
are not repeated within a gar- 
ment length the prism is moved 
forwards stroke by stroke to 
present the cards in the order 
in which they are joined to- 
gether, but when repeat move- 


ments have to be made a sub- 


forwards. It is generally suffi- 
cient to punch one card for each 
different combination of move- 
ments within the repeat cycle 
and to use the same card for 
each repeat.

Salesmen showing at the West- 
ern Children’s Brand Wagon 
summer market, here, on March 
13 to 16 noted an interest in

separates and swimwear. The 
continually growing popularity 
of knit swim suits was pinpointed. 
Many representatives predicted 
that dyed-to-match sweater and 
skirt sets will be very big for fall 
in all size ranges. 

The event was held at two lo- 
cations, the Whitcomb Hotel and 
the San Francisco Children’s 
Wear Center at 833 Market St. 

Dick Pearson of Janie, stated 
that top swimwear demand has 
been centering on sub-teen styles, 
with the heaviest buying in the 
$5.95 to $7.95 retail range. The 
swimwear season started slowly, 
he reported, because of cold 
weather; but it is currently run- 
ning at least equal to last year. 
Among leading sellers are a 


’ novelty knit half-panel princess 


line sheath in sub-teen sizes. It 
is designed with a draped bosom 
and retails for $5.95. White and 
black are the best colors. An 
Orion and cotton knit maillot 
is another good number, at $5.95, 
in sizes seven to 14. A double 
breasted elasticized print sheath 
with a diagonal slash back is 
popular at $10.95 in sub-teen 
sizes 
Novelty Accented 

In sweaters, Mr, Pearson re- 
ported that novelty slipons were 
gaining in popularity with the 
accent on unusual necklines and 
textures. An acrylic fiber called 
“Jan-lure” is new with the firm 
this spring and is receiving a 
good deal of buyer endorsement. 

William Cockayne, of Regal 
Knitwear, reported that the mar- 
ket was as good as expected, 
considering the lateness of Easter 
this year. Bathing suits and nov- 
elty beach bags are being well 
received. Interest is also being 
expressed in fall sweaters. Bulk- 
ies, he predicted, will be im- 
portant for back-to-school. His 
firm is using a napped and 
sheared Orlon in a collarless car- 
digan, retailing at about $5, and 
a pullover, at $4. 

Javid Podell of Regal said 
that knits predominate in swim- 


wear. Orlon is the most popular 
fiber. Classic tank type suits, 
particularly in Helanca, are in 
demand. 

Semi-Bulkies For Spring 

Regal was registering success 
in spring sweaters with its semi- 
bulky Orlon tote sweaters. A 
favorite among these is a pop- 
corn stitched collared cardigan 
in wide horizontal stripes. In 
sizes seven to 14, it retails at 
about $7, in pre-teen sizes 10- 
16 at $8. Colors are white with 
clay, peach, light beige and pas- 
tel blue. 

At Cromwell Mills, Joe Mc- 
Gahan explained that the firm’s 
cotton knit coordinates are find- 
ing favor. Sleeveless styles are 
particularly in demand. Novelty 
necklines and trims are im- 
portant. 

Nautical details are used in a 
number of novelty separates by 
Berkshire Sportswear, repre- 
sented by A. Greenwald. Mr. 
Greenwald mentioned the inter- 
est in boys’ sweaters from his 
Pickwick Knitting Méills line. 
Heavy bulkies, usually in Orlon, 
are active. Shawl collars and 
Continent-influenced features are 
among the favored trends. 


Knit Vest Scores 

At Jack and Jill, Harold Her- 
zog was scoring continued suc- 
cess with boys’ knit vest outfits. 
Last May the firm started using 
knitted vests, instead of the for- 
merly used woven fabrics and 
these outfits have been leading 
sellers in the line ever since. The 
styles wholesale for $36 a dozen 
for the vest and slacks, $45 when 
a shirt and tie are included. 

Mr. Herzog cited the growing 
interest in knits in the Fay Swim- 
wear line. He reported that he is 
doing well with a Chromspun 
knit group. Novelty knits, he 
stated, are preferred to solids. A 
cotton knit maillot in a red or 
blue and white check is a good 
number in sizes eight to 14 at 
$3.98, retail. A Chromspun knit 
maillot with gold welt trim high- 
lighting its princess lines and 
three gold buttons is a leader at 
$3.98 in sizes four to six and 


$4.98 in sizes eight to 14.

Cotton 


Cotton Usage 
Up Last Year; 
About 10% Ahead 


Cotton consumption per 
capita in 1959 was about 24.5 
pounds, up about 10 percent 
from that of 1958 and about 
three percent above 1957, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. This was the 
first increase since 1955 and 
the second since 1951. 

Consumption of cotton by 
domestic mills during the first 
half of the 1959-60 cotton mar- 
keting year (August 1959 to 
January 1960) was 4,566,753 
bales. This was about 350,000 
bales larger than during approx- 
imately the same period a year 
earlier. During February, 1960, 
about 731,000 bales were con- 
sumed, compared with approx- 
imately 697,000 a year earlier. 

Consumption Rate 

Consumption during the cur- 
rent season is running at a rate 
of about nine million bales. Con- 
sumption during the last half of 
the current season (February- 
July 1960) is expected to be 
about the same as a year carlier 
when it increased sharply over 
the first half of the 1958-59 
marketing year. 

The supply of extra-long 
staple cotton in the 1959-60 
marketing year is estimated at 
about 313,000 bales, compared 
with approximately 304,000 
bales in the preceding marketing 
year. The carryover on August 
1, 1959 was about 26,000 bales 
larger than a year earlier but 
production has declined about 
10,000 bales and imports are 
expected to be slightly smaller. 
Production during the current 
season is estimated at about 
69,000 running bales compared 
with 81,900 a year earlier.

FTC Issues Booklet 


On New Labeling Act 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion’s Division of Textiles and 
Furs has released a booklet con- 
taining 106 questions and an- 
swers relating to the synthetic 
Fibers Labeling Act and its Reg- 
ulations. 

This information which the 
Division has compiled, should 
promote better public under- 
standing of the protection this 
law provides, Harvey H. Han- 
nah, the division’s chief, said. 

The booklet first answers a 
series of general questions per- 
taining to the act, which requires 
the accurate content labeling of 
virtually all textile products. 
This is followed by sections on 
the relation of the Act to specific 
types of products. These include 
pile fabrics, trimmings, orna- 
mentation, elastic, superimposed 
fibers, and sample swatches. The 
booklet then discusses adver- 
tising, fiber trademarks, regis- 
tered identification numbers, 
sectional disclosures, imported 
products, content records, tole- 
rance, and guaranties. 

Copies of the booklet may be 
obtained from the Distribution 
Section of the FTC, Washington 
25, D. C. (The booklet may be 
reproduced by consumer and 
trade associations provided this 
is done on a non-profit basis. ) 

In making this booklet avail- 
able for distribution, Mr. Han- 
nah said that it treats specifically 
the essential points involved in 
the application of the law to the 
different types of products which 
are affected, and, together with 
the statute and the Regulations, 
constitutes a comprehensive 
source of information to guide 
the trade in meeting the require- 
ments of the legislation.

Corporate Sales 
Up: Profits Same 


WASHINGTON, D.C., — 
U.S. manufacturing corpora- 
tions reported sales of $85.6 
billion and earnings after taxes 
of $3.8 billion in the final 
quarter of 1959, according to 
the latest Quarterly Financial 
Report made public jointly by 
the Federal Trade Commission 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. Compared with 
the prior quarter, this represents 
a gain of $2.5 billion in sales, 
while profits after taxes re- 
mained unchanged. 

For the full year 1959, sales 
reached a record level of $337.8 
billion, a gain of $32.5 billion 
over the prior year and com- 
pares with the previous high of 
$320 billion reached in 1957. 
Earnings after taxes in 1959 
amounted to $16.3 billion, about 
the same as the record level of 
1956, and 29 percent greater 
than in 1958. 

According to the report, Fed- 
eral income taxes on 1959 earn- 
ings amounted to $13.4 billion,

compared to only $10 billion set 
aside in 1958. Cash dividend 
payments for manufacturing cor- 
porations reached a new record 
of $7.9 billion in 1959. 
Industry Sales 

Sales for the year 1959 were 
11 percent higher than those 
reported for the prior year, with 
all groups reporting increases 
ranging to around 25 percent. 
The overall increases for dur- 
able goods and nondurable 
goods industries were 14 percent 
and eight percent, respectively. 

A long list of industries, in- 
cluding apparel, reported 1959 
sales at an all-time high. 

Profits and Margins 

Both the durable and nondur- 
able groups reported sizeable 
gains in year 1959 profits after 
taxes, 39 percent and 21 per- 
cent, respectively, over the prior 
year with all groups except the 
aircraft industry participating in 
the advance. The largest gains 
— around 50 percent or more— 
were made by the motor ve- 
hicles, other machinery, furni- 
ture, lumber, textile, apparel, 
and leather products groups. 

The report shows that manu- 
facturing corporation assets con-

This primer on merchandis-
